Why are we saddled with this? 


THIS subject has been 
covered before but needs to 
be highlighted again. There 
needs to be clearer signage of 
the shared use of pavements 
along Charlton Way - including 
where it runs along the south 
wall of Greenwich Park.

Greenwich Council, please 
stop marginalising cyclists 
and put some markings on the 


pavement so we aren’t made 
to feel like ne’er-do-wells every 
time we take to the saddle.

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England cricketer moves to the 
borough and aims for the Ashes

TWO crucial recent moves could 
see 26 -year-old England women’s 
cricketer Susie Rowe in the team 
to take on Australia in the one-off 
Ashes Test in August. 

The first is her recent move to 
Greenwich to her brother’s place in 
Kidbrooke. The second a season’s loan 
from traditionally strong Kent to not- 
so-strong Surrey to do more of the 
batting and bowling she needs to get 
under her belt following injury. 

She’ll be looking to make the team for 
the series against Pakistan in July and 
then against the Aussies the following 
month, including the one-off Ashes 
Test over four days. 

“This is the season to really establish 
myself,” Susie told GT. “There are four 
other England players in the Kent team 
who are all batters so I wanted the 
chance to have more time in the middle 
and make an impact. 

“For Surrey I’ll be batting at No.4 and 
I’ll be trying to put my case forward for 
one-day international cricket.” 


Susie - who also played hockey for 
England as a teenager - is a regular 
in England’s Twenty20 side but has 
played only one ODI. “It was against 
Australia in January, 2010. We won by 
seven wickets but I didn’t get to bat. I 
was the next in!” she said. 

Susie had the terrible disappointment 
of missing out on the Twenty20 World 
Cup in Sri Lanka in October after 
breaking her thumb against the West 
Indies the previous month. 

She describes this as a “telling 
season” and adds: “I don’t expect to be 
the first name on the teamsheet but 
want to be a regular Twenty20 player 
for England and push my way up the 
batting order.” 

She has an England contract but 
also works as a cricket coach with the 
Chance to Shine charity. 

“It’s mostly about getting girls to play 
cricket, and hopefully I’ll be working in 
local schools at some point,” said Susie. 

Greenwich Cricket (www. 
greenwichcricket.net) is already doing a 
great job in the borough with regular 
success at the London Youth Games. 
Let’s hope it’s not long before they 
know Susie too.

Painted Hall 
reopens after 
big restoration 

THE historic Painted Hall at the Old 
Royal Naval College in Greenwich 
reopened to the public on Saturday 
(May 4) after massive conservation 
work on its west wall. 

It followed months of intensive work 
on the wall and upper hall ceiling. The 
college was awarded £335,000 from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund to restore Sir 
James Thornhill’s baroque masterpiece, 
which is open to the public every day, free 
of charge. 

The work involved strengthening the 
plaster, cleaning and repairing flaking 
paint and damage caused by water. 

It’s all part of wider conservation plans 
for the Painted Hall, which will cost more 
than £2million and take several years. 

An unveiling ceremony was held on 
Thursday, May 2, when Heritage Lottery 
Fund ambassador Wesley Kerr cut the 
ribbon in front of guests. 

They included staff from the Greenwich 
Foundation, the charity set up in the 1990s 
to look after the college, and community 
groups involved in projects around the 
first phase of the conservation. 

Experts from the conservators, Paine 
and Stewart, talked about their work. 

Mr Kerr said: “The Painted Hall is 
London’s Sistine Chapel - it is one of 
the most magnificent rooms in Europe. 
We are delighted that this first phase 


of restoration works is now complete, 
revealing a masterly exposition of 
historic, royal, naval and London motifs. 

“Over a thousand people climbed the 
scaffold to see the restoration in progress, 
and we look forward to tens of thousands 
more visiting Greenwich to view this 
magnificent attraction in the future.” 

Greenwich Foundation chief executive 
Brendan McCarthy said: “It is more than 
50 years since any work was done on the 
paintings in this remarkable hall. 

“Restorers have done a wonderful job 
and the results are clear for everyone 
to see. The vibrancy of Sir James 
Thornhill’s artwork has been restored 
and the fine detail of the paintings once 
more revealed.” 


During the conservation the Old Royal 
Naval College led a programme to help 
people learn more about the history of the 
paintings and the conservation work. 

There were heritage skills workshops 
for more than 100 local schoolchildren, 
and popular scaffolding tours allowing 
visitors to see some of the paintings close 
up while specialist conservationists were 
at work. 

An exhibition inspired by the west wall 
conservation and created by community 
groups in Greenwich will go on display in 
the Nelson Room alongside the Painted 
Hall on May 31.

Housing options event for over 55s 


TENANTS whose children have 
grown up and moved out may 
be able to downsize to new and 
refurbished homes under royal 
borough plans to create homes 
for over 55s. 

The first of the new properties 
are available this month for 
rent or shared ownership in 
Kidbrooke as part of a range of 
housing options for residents 
who are 55 and over. In future 
schemes will also be available 
in Woolwich, including the 
Royal Arsenal and will be 
developed between now and 
201 5. Council tenants who are 


living in family sized housing 
and want to downsize into 
smaller homes will be among 
the first to be considered for the 
rented properties. Tenants who 
are being rehoused as part of 
regeneration plans in Woolwich, 
and those in sheltered housing 
schemes which are being closed, 
will also be prioritised. 

The shared ownership buildings 
on offer include one and two 
bedroom apartments, for which 
council tenants and residents 
will be given priority. Full details 
about the new homes will be 
explained at a second showcase 


event on senior living in Royal 
Greenwich later this month. 

It follows a similar event last 
December and takes place on 
Friday, May 1 7 from 1 0am to 
1 2pm at The Sherard Hall, at the 
United Reform Church, 1, Court 
Road, Eltham SE9 5AD. Council 
officers and reps from royal 
borough housing partners will 
be on hand to explain the range 
of housing options available 
under the council's plans for 
senior residents. The plans have 
been drawn up in consultation 
with residents and tenant 
reps and local support groups 


and aim to create modern, 
purpose-built accommodation 
as well as upgrading existing 
sheltered housing schemes. 

Cllr Steve Offord, the royal 
borough's cabinet member for 
housing said: "We have worked 
hard to identify the various 
housing needs of our older 
residents. These new homes are 
part of wider plans to improve 
the range and quality of housing 
for older people and to create 
more options for those who may 
want smaller, more manageable 
homes after their families have 
left."

PLAYERS from Charlton Athletic 
are putting their hearts into a 
new project aimed at improving 
the health of local children by 
visiting primary schools across 
Greenwich.

HOSPICE chief executive Kate 
Heaps answers some of the 
questions that crop up about 
hospice care. 

Q : Are there any taboos still to be 
broken down about the work the 
hospice does in Greenwich? 

A: “Often people don’t really 
understand about hospice care 
until they or a member of their 
family or friend uses hospice 
services. People often think that 
we only care for very old people or 
people with cancer - in fact this is 
not true. 

“We look after people with a range 
of different conditions, including 
cancer but also including heart 
failure, kidney failure, emphysema 
and other serious lung conditions. 
We look after people with multiple 
sclerosis and motor neurone 
disease and we support people 
with end stage dementia and their 
carers. 

“People also think the hospice 
is all about the care we provide 
in our hospice beds. This isn’t the 
case. Last year we looked after 
around 2,500 people across the two 
boroughs of Greenwich and Bexley 
and only around 400 were looked 
after in our inpatient unit. By far 
the majority of people are cared for 
at home or might receive support 


Greenwich & Bexley Community Hospice 
welcomes visitors to an open day this 
Saturday, May 1 1 , from 1 2- 4pm. It's a chance 
to learn more about the centre which 
offers free end-of-life care for people with 
life-limiting illnesses, as well as support for 
their families and friends. The hospice cares 
for around 2,500 people each year and has 
to raise £4 million on top of NHS funding. GT 
has a Q&A session with the its chief exec to 
find out about the work it does... 


from our other services such as 
outpatients and rehabilitation, day 
hospice, our team based at Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital or our team 
who provide support in local care 
homes. Many people we look after 
will receive our support for months 
or years, whilst we may only be 
able to support others for a short 
time leading up to their death. 

Q : How does the hospice deal with 
the different initial reactions they 


get from patients and their families/ 
carers? 

A: “Because many people think 
hospices are only there for people 
who are likely to die soon, patients 
and families sometimes delay 
using our services. After they 
have been to the building or met 
a member of the team at home, 
they are often relieved and say 
they wish they had known about 
us sooner. The hospice approach

and council leader Cllr Chris Roberts, 
who went on to open the library with 
award-winning novelist Sebastian 
Faulks, author of Birdsong and 
Charlotte Gray. 

There followed a public event which 
included an ‘on the sofa’ conversation 
with broadcaster Mariella Frostrup 
(pictured above), who said: “What a 
pleasure it is to visit a library that 
is thriving rather than one that is 
fighting against closure.” 

Cllr Roberts was quizzed by Frostrup 
on the changing face of libraries. He 
said: “We’ve done a lot to welcome 
children into our libraries. Libraries 
will die if the next generation doesn’t 
use them. If young people don’t think 
of libraries as a fun place to visit, 
they won’t value them for the future. 

“Our libraries are increasingly used 
by students as a place in which to 
study and to do their homework. The 
role of library staff has changed too - 
rather than being people who tell you 
to be quiet, they are actually there to 
help you and to help you get the best 
out of your library.” 

The event marked the end of 
the month-long Cityread London 
campaign to promote reading, which 
has been running across the capital 
through April. Sebastian Faulks’ 
novel, A Week in December was 
chosen as this year’s book. 

He said: “Cityread is a great 
initiative. It works on the book group 
principle - if you know other people 
are reading the same book it’s a great 
incentive to read it yourself. 

“The only way for a society to be 
civilised is to read the wisdom and 
humour that has been written by 
people who have lived and written 
before you. There’s no substitute for 
reading a book in depth - even if it’s 
not a solemn read.” 

There was a Q&A session where 
Mariella and Sebastian took 
questions from the audience. 

Faulks admitted mixed feelings 
about TV and film adaptations of his 
books - and revealed that he’ll take a 
closer role in any future remakes, of 
which there are three in the pipeline. 

The Woolwich Centre library is 
one of two new libraries opened in 
the past six years. A third will be 
part of the Greenwich Centre, now 
being built in East Greenwich. Last 
year the council entered into a 15- 
year partnership with the social 
enterprise GLL (Greenwich Leisure 
Ltd) to run the borough’s 12 libraries. 

Cllr Roberts said: “Our libraries 
are an important hub for the local 
community, offering much more 
than books and DVDs. 

“They’re also increasingly a place 
where people can meet and interact 
- and where you might come across 
a book that you weren’t originally 
looking for, and find that it interests 
you.”

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

training and competing. Its young 
members won individual medals 
and were joint winners of the club 
trophy with the Tanseikan club from 
Bermondsey. 

Organiser Christine Young told GT: 
“The event closely followed the format 
used in Japan Aikido competitions and 
our ambition is for some of our members 
to compete in the World Championships 
in Japan when they get older.” 

Chief instructor Chris Stamate, who 
has been teaching aikido for 21 years, 
added: “Aikido is a Japanese martial art 
started by Morihei Ueshiba in the early 
20th century and derived from ju-jitsu. 

“Aikido is often translated as ‘the way 
of harmony’. By ‘harmonising’ your own 
body movement with that of the attacker, 
the defender blends with the motion of 
the attacker and redirects the force of 
the attack rather than opposing it. 

“As the aikidoka [aikido practitioner] 
‘leads’ the attacker, the techniques are 
completed with various throws or locks.” 

The Thomas Tallis club is a member 
of the Japanese Shodokan Aikido 
Federation, with regular visits to and 
from Japan by senior instructors from 
Osaka’s main club, the Shodokan 
Hombu.
